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Land records involving Neals Matson, husband of Margrit Matson. 

Neals and Margrit lived along the Delaware River between Ridley Creek and Crum Creek. 

They lived close to Crum Creek, in present day Eddystone, Delaware County, Pennsylvania. 
Margrit Matson is the only woman in the entire state of Pennsylvania to be put on trial for the 
accusations of witchcraft.

Francis Love, Esquire, one of the Gentlemen of his Majesties Honorable — | Chamber and Govern. 
Generall under his Royall highness James Duke of York and Albany. To all whom there presents shall 
come greeting all his Territorys in America. Whereas there is a certain peece of parcel of land in Dalaware 
being bounded on ye SouthEast side thereof with the river called Dalaware river and on the NorthEast 
with a certain Creeke called Rumbill or Creek on ye SouthWest with claims Andries land and running into 
the woods directly NorthWest containing by estimation 100 acres or 50 margin which said peece or parcel 
of land is now in ye Tenure or occupation of Neals Matson now for a confirmation unto him the said 
Neals Matson on his possession and enjoyment of the premises Know ye that by virtue of ye Commission 
and authority to me given by his Royall Highness I have ratified, confirmed, and granted and by the 
presents Doe Ratifie, confirm, and grant unto Neals Matson, his heirs, and assigns the aforesaid peece or 
parcel of land and premiseswith all and Singular the appertenances to have and to hold the said peece and 
parcel of land and premises unto the said Neals Matson, his heirs, and Assigns for One Bushell of Winter 
Wheat as a quiet rent when it shall be demanded by such person or persons in authority as his Majestie 
shall please to Establish or impower in Dalaware river or the parts and plantations adjacent Given under 
my Hand and Sealed with teh Seal of the Colony at Fort James in New York this 10th day of March in 
the 22 year of his Majesties reign, anno Domini 1670.

1690.
